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True  Representation  of. Mr.  W  orgerh  Gz/r. 

Hereas,  with  an  Intent  to  raile  his  own,  and  to  deprels 
my  Reputation,  Dr.  Packe  has  for  leveral  Months  pall 
handed  about  a  Paper,  of  which  I  could  but  lately  p  et  a 
Sight,  and  that  I  obtain’d  by  Accident,  the  Do£lor? 
when  Application  was  made  to  him  by  a  Perfon  of  emi¬ 
nent  Worth  and  Diftin&ion,  in  whole  Poffelfion  one  of 
the  Copies  of  his  Paper  happen’d  to  be,  refilling  to  piye 
Leave  that  I  Ihou’d  enjoy  even  lo  fmail  a  Favour  as  "the 
hearing  his  Paper  read  unto  me  wou’d  have  been  :  In  order  to  vindicate 
my  fell,  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  a  plain  and  juft  Account  of  the  whole 
Cafe,  ftipported  with  fuch  Evidence,  as,  I  doubt  not,  will  latisfy  any  un- 
prejud  c  d  Reader  of  the  Truth  and  Juftice  of  my  Caufe. 

The  Doctor  lets  forth  in  the  beginning  of  his  Reprefcntation  of  the 
Cale,  That  Mr.  Worger  ofHinxhill,  who  fell  from  his  Horle  at  Barham 
Down  on  Eafter  Tuefday,  April  12,  172^,  had  frequently  been  troubled 
with  Giddinefs  and  Swimming  of  the  Head,  almoft  to  the  Lofs  of  Sip;ht  * 
and  was  adviled  by  his  Wife,  or  fome  of  his  Relations,  to  be  blooded  for 
the  lame,  the  very  Morning  of  that  Day  he  fell  from  his  Horle :  And  as 
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to  the  Fall,  the  Doctor  lays,  ’twas  after  this  manner-,  A  Perlon  in  his 
Gallop  ran  dire&ly  upon  him,  his  Horfe  fell  upon  his  Knees,  but 
the  Rider  fo  well  recover’d  himlelf,  that  he  rode  on  about  two 
Poles  and  then  fell  from  his  Horle  without  any  farther  Violence  as  in  an 

Apoplexy. 

To  which  I  anfwer.  That  Mrs.  Worger,  the  Widow  of  the  Deceas’d, 
does  positively  affirm,  and  is  ready  to  do  fo  upon  her  Gath,  that 
Mr.  Worger  had  not  made  any  Complaint  lately  of  Giddinefs  and  Swim¬ 
ming  of  the  Head,  nor  was  he  advis’d  to  bleed  upon  that  or  any  other 
Account,  but  that  he  went  out  from  Home  that  Morning  in  perfect 
Health.  ’  And  as  to  the  manner  of  the  Fall,  you  will  find  the  Doftor 
quite  miftaken,  by  the  Allegations  of  Mr.  Moat  of  Chartham,  and  feve- 
ral  others,  that  were  Eye-witneffes  of  this  fatal  Accident  -7  who  all  affert* 
That  Mr. ? Worger  was  hung  from  his  Horfe  to  the  Ground  with  great 
Violence,  the  very  Moment  that  his  Horfe  receiv’d  the  Shock  from  the 
other. 


In  the  next  place,  the  Doftor  fets  forth  the  Symptoms  under  which  he 
found  the  Patient  labouring  upon  his  firft  feeing  him  *,  who  was  cold,  he 
fays,  without  Senfe  or  Motion  •,  his  Eyes  fet,  and  void  of  Light,  as  in  a  dead 
Per  foil  •,  his  Countenance  no  ways  diftorted,  or  unnatural  *,  no  Vomiting  *, 
the  Pulle  exceeding  Small  and  intermitting  *.  Mr.  Botting,  the  Surgeon, 
had  taken  about  fifteen  Ounces  of  Blood  from  his  Arm. 

The  firft  Step  the  Doftor  took  to  roufe  him  from  this  Apopleftical 
Cafe,  he  tells  you,  was,  That  (being  deftitute  of  any  prefent  Remedy) 
he  twice  put  Snuff  up  his  Noftrils,  and  tickled  the  infide  of  them  with  a 
Straw  j  upon  which  he  foon  ftirr’d  his  Head,  and  in  fome  fmail  time 
after  vomited  twice  or  thrice  a  well  digefted  Chylous  Pulp  in  plenty, 
which  at  firft  was  only  tinged  with  frefh  Blood*,  upon  this  his  Pulfe  be¬ 
came  ftronger,  and  he  was  carried  down  to  Bridge ,  and  put  to  bed. 

The  next  Step  the  Do&or  took  for  the  roufing  and  quickning  the 
Senfe  of  his  Patient,  was,  the  adminiftring  a  Cephalic  Bolus  and  Volatile 


Mixture.  -  -  . 

But  for  fear  of  informing  the  World  what  to  do  in  the  like  Cafe, 

he  omitted  to  mention  their  Compofitions  *7  which  I  have  thought 
proper  to  infert :  The  B  olus  was  one  Dram  and  a  half  of  Venice  Treacle, 
five  Grains  of  Salt  of  Harts-horn,  and  Syrup  of  Saffron  as  much  as  yeas 
fufficient.  The  Volatile  Mixture  was  fix  Ounces  of  the  Alexiterial  Milk- 
Water,  two  Ounces  of  Treacle  Water,  and  fixty  Drops  of  Spirit  of  Harts¬ 
horn,

horn,  with  white  Sugar  fufficient  for  Tafte.  How  the  benign  Symptoms 
he  mentions  could  come  from  this  Prefcription,  I  leave  the  World  to 
judge. 

The  Amendment,  according  to  the  Doftor,  was  very  fbon  *,  for  in  an 
Hour’s  time,  he  lays,  by  the  Help  of  this  Cephalic  Bolus  and  Volatile 
Mixture,  a  thorough  kindly  Warmth  diffufed  it  felf  over  his  whole  Body, 
and  his  Pulfe  was  gently  railed  }  he  flirr’d  his  Head  and  Arms,  and  mov’d 
his  Hands  indifcriminately  to  various  Parts  of  his  Head  and  Face  :  He 
Ipeaks,  but  is  not  in  his  Senles  j  no  more  Vomiting,  no  Rigors  ia  fhort, 
lays  the  DoHor,  no  Symptom  of  any  fort  that  could  argue  any  Extrava- 
iation  upon  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain,  there  being  nothing  oblervable 
befide  the  Stupor,  (without  Snorting  and  Snoring,)  common  enough  in 
Fevers,  Apoplexies,  and  other  Gales  not  prefiimed  to  arife  from  ConcufTioru 

But  this  was  not  all  the  Benefit  from  the  before  mention’d  Prefcription, 
for  by  the  next  Day,  at  ten  a  Clock  in  the  Morning,  every  Thing  was 
better,  lays  the  Doftor,  in  lome  degree,  but  no  Senfe:  And  the  Nurfe 
obferving  to  him  that  the  Patient  mov’d  all  his  Limbs,  except  his  right 
Leg,  Mr.  Botting,  he  tells  you  by  his  Order,  learches,  but  finds  nei¬ 
ther  Fracture,  Dillocation,  Wound,  or  Contufion  ^  therefore,  in  Confede¬ 
ration  of  this  Paralytick  Symptom,  and  judging  the  Pulfe  to  be  about 
ftandard,  fays  the  Doftor,  I  bled  him  but  eight  Ounces,  and  gave  him 
the  Volatile  Mixture  without  the  Bolus,  and  order’d  that  he  fhould  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  Ufe  of  it  every  four  Hours. 

Well  might  the  Bolus  be  now  omitted,  the  Patient  having  already,  by 
the  Doflor’s  Order,  taken  two  }  in  which,  confidering  the  quantity  of 
Venice  Treacle  prefcrib’d,  being  three  Drams,  there  was  taken  about 
two  Grains  and  a  quarter  of  Opium. 

Thus  far  had  Dr.  Packe  gone  in  the  Cure  of  his  Patient,  (who  was 
deem’d  by  him  to  be  ApopleHic,)  before  Mr.  Cray  ford  and  my  felf 
were  employed,  and  put  a  Stop  to  his  farther  Proceeding,  as  you  will  find 
in  the  Sequel. 

About  Noon,  viz.  on  Wednefday  the  Day  after  the  Fall,  fiiys  the 
Doflor,  he  met  me,  Mr.  Cray  ford  and  Mr.  Botting  at  Bridge.  The 
Surgeons,  the  DoHor  tells  you,  refuted  to  give  their  Opinion  in  Writing, 
as  defir’d  }  and  Mr.  Crayford  affumed  to  himfelf  to  fay.  That  the  Ope¬ 
ration  of  the  Trepan  fhould  be  performed  the  next  Day,  if  the  Symptoms 
Aid  not  remit:  And  farther,  That  I  agreed  with  Mr.  Crayford  as 
likewife,  that  I  infilled  that  the  Patient  fhould  immediately  lofe  more 
Blood.  Upon  this,  the  Doftor  tells  you,  that  he  refus’d  the  Operation 
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f Trepan  fexprefiy,  alledging,  that  it  was  both  tinnecefiary  and  ab— 
bird  •,  and  with  it,  the  Propofil  of  farther  and  immediate  Bleeding ;  he 
having,  as  he  lays,  io  lately  done  it,  and  intending  to  have  it  repeated 
about  five  in  the  Evening,  left  by  breaking  the  Pulfe,  he  Ihonld  throw 
the  Patient  into  Convnlfions.  With  this  Declaration,  fays  the  Doftor, 

1  left  them  of  my  own  accord. 

But  I  hope  Dr.  Packe,  by  his  private  Way  of  Dealing,  has  not  lb 
leffen’d  my  Character  among  thofe  to  whom  his  written  Papei  is  come, 
but  that  I  may  be  heard  to  lay  lomething  in  my  own  Defence. 

Therefore  in  Anfwer  to  the  Doftor’s  telling  you,  that  he  met  the  two 
Surgeons  and  myfelf  at  Bridge  in  Confultation  upon  Mi.  Wo  r;  o e  a  s  Calc  ; 
it’s  true  he  met  us But  how  did  he  meet  us?  We  no  loonei  met  in  the 
Room,  where  the  Patient  lay,  and  where  Mrs.  WorgeR,  hei  Brothers, 
and  feveral  other  Pefrfons  were  prelent,  but  with  an  Air  of  Difpleafure  he 
exprefled  himfelf  thus,  laying,  He  wonder’d  they  fhould  employ  me  with¬ 
out  advifing  him  firft.  I  told  him  it  was  no  Fault  of  mine,  for  before  I 
let  out  to  '.Tit  the  Patient,  I  lent  Mr.  Botting  to  acquaint  him  with  it; 
f.nd  afterward  went  to  him  mylelf.  Upon  this,  his  Difpleafure  feem’d  to 
grow  Ids  ;  and  permitted  him  to  fry,  he  did  not  blame  me,  but  thole 
that  employed  me  ;  but  withal  he  told  me,  he  fhould  have  taken  it  ill, 
had  1  vifited  the  Patient  if  he  had  not  been  at  Home.  I  defired  him  to 
avoid  Dilpute,  and  confider  the  Patient’s  Cale,  whofe  Life,  I  laid,  appear’d 
to  be  in  the  utmoft  Danger  :  Then,  upon  feeling  the  Pulfe,  and  finding 
it  very  ftronv  and  full,  I  propos  d  a  farther  and  immediate  Bleeding.  To 
this  the  Doftor,  in  an  angry  manner,  as  is  well  known  to  the  Company 
then  nrefent  reolv’d.  It  was  a  Imall  and  broken  Pulfe,  and  laid  he  fhould 
not  be  blooded  Upon  which  I  referr’d  the  Feeling  of  the  Pulfe  to  the 
two  Surgeons  prefent.  They  bothj  upon  Feeling,  afferted  it  was  very 
full  and  ftrong.  I  told  the  Doftor  then,  I  hop’d  he  was  fatisfied  defiring 
he  would  not  contradift  me  for  Contradiction  lake.  The  DoCtor  ftill  moft 
vehemently  urging  that  the  Pulfe  was  Imall  and  broken,  I  exprefs  d  rn\  1c! f 
with  fofne  Warmth,  and  fignify’d,  that  I  would  inftantly  leave  the  Pa¬ 
tient  to  him,  becaufe  we  two  could  not  agree. 

This  was  the  Foundation  of*  the  whole  TDilpute  and  Diffeience  between 

Dr.  Packe  and  me,  when  we  met  firft  at  Bridge. 

-As  to  what  the  Doctor  tells  you  of  the  Surgeons  refufing  to  give  their 
Opinion  in  Writing,  as  defired ;  I  anfwer,  there  was  no  fiich  thing  de- 

Sred ,  unleft  Dr.  Packe’s  telling  Mr.  Crayford,  in  an  imperious  manner, 

j  '  -  -  -  —  —  -  ■  ‘  ■  ~  That 
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That  as  being  a  Surgeon  he  would  not  hear  him  Ipeak,  and  that  he  fhould 
put  in  Writing  what  he  had  to  lay  may  be  interpreted  dr f ring. 

The  Dodor  lays  not  one  Word  in  his  written  Paper,  that  lie  contradic¬ 
ted  Mr.  Cray  ford,  Mr.  Botting,  and  myielf^  in  calling  the  Pulle 
Imall  and  broken,  when  we  all  alTerted  the  Fulnels  and  Strength  of  it. 

And, as  to  what  he  fays  about  my  agreeing  with  Mr.  Crayford  about 
the  Operation  of  the  Trepan,  which  he  lays  I  was  inclin’d  to,  and  had 
agreed  to  from  the  beginning ;  I  utterly  deny  my  having  any  Difcourfe 
with  the  Doctor  upon  our  meeting  about  it,  and  I  am  very  certain  that  I 
never  propos’d  it  to  him  \  for  as  he  had  lo  much  oppofcd  and  contra  elided 
me  concerning  the  Pulfe,  and  the  Neceffity  of  Bleeding  thereupon,  I  was 
refolved  to  enter  into  no  farther  Debate  with  him.  Upon  Mr.  Crayford’s 
interpofing,  during  our  Debate  about  the  Pulfe,  and  declaring  his  Opinion 
as  to  the  Neceffity  of  a  farther  and  immediate  Bleeding,  and  that  plenti¬ 
fully  too,  from  the  Fulnels  of  the  Pulle,  and  upon  his  being  fo  free  in 
telling  the  Dodor  that  I  was  in  the  right,  it  mud  be  remember’d  that  the 
Dodor  put  himfelf  into  a  violent  Paffion,  and  told  Mr.  C rayford  (as  was 
before  luggeded)  That  he  was  only  a  Surgeon,  and  he  would  not  hear 
him,  whatever  he  had  to  fay  fhould  be  in  Writing.  I  endeavour'd  to 
pacify  the  Dodor,  telling  him,  It  was  a  Surgeon’s  Bufinels  as  well  as  ours, 
and  that  he  ought  to  hear  a  Surgeon  Ipeak  *,  this  is  all,  I  can  podibly 
conceive,  that  made  the  Dodor  take  upon  him  to  afiert  in  his  written 
Paper,  that  I  join’d  with  Mr.  Crayford  at  that  time  about  the  Realbnable- 
nels  of  the  Operation  of  the  Trepan.  How  far  Mr.  Crayford  did  talk  of, 
or  urge  to  the  Dodor  the  Neceffity  of  the  Operation  whild  the  great 
Heat  and  Quarrel,  which  was  rais’d  between  them  that ‘Day,  fublided, 
I  can’t  lay,  nor  can  I  affirm  that  I  heard  Mr.  Crayford  propole  itfto  him  ^ 
this  indeed  I  heard  Mr.  Crayford  lay  to  him,  You  had  better  bleed  now, 
it  may  prevent  a  word  Operation  ^  or  to  this  Effed.  As  to  my  lelf,  I  no 
ways  engaged  in  any  hot  Words  ^  I  now  and  then  went  out  of  the  Room, 
whild  the  Dodor  and  Mr.  Crayford  were  in  the  height  of  their  Debate, 
well  knowing  from  the  Relations  of  the  Patient,  then  prelent,  that  the 
Dodor  would  be  foon  difmifs’d  }  one  of  them  having  fignify’d  lo  much  tr> 
me  unknown  to  the  Dodor,  upon  my  declaring,  I  could  do  nothing  for 
the  Patient  with  him. 

But  how  far  Mr.  Crayford  did  go  in  propoling  the  Trepan  to  the  Doc¬ 
tor,  will  appear  by  the  CertidcatQjrof  lome  then  prelent  •,  which  will  1  de¬ 
wife  prove  that  Dr.  Packe  did  not  voluntarily  leave  the  Patient,  as  lie 
fiys,  but  was  diimifs’d  by  the  Relations.  And  .  as  to  what  I  have  men- 
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tion’d  concerning  the  Difpute  between  the  Doftor  and  me,  about  the 
Pulfe,  and  that  it  was  not  about  the  Operation  of  the  Trepan,  as  the  Doc¬ 
tor  declares  in  his  written  Paper,  it  will  be  fully  teftify’d  by  the  Certificates 
now  in  my  Hands,  the  Subftance  of  which  is  already  publifhed. 

As  I  had  but  juft  feen  the  Patient,  fo  I  was  in  no  wife  determin’d  in  my 
Mind  about  Trepanning. 

I  muft  own,"  as  I  &;d  then,  fo  I  do  {till  firmly  believe,  (whatever 
Dr.  Packb  thinks  to  the  contrary,)  That  all  the  Mifchief  the  poor  Pa- 
tient  fiiffer’d  was  from  the  prodigious  and  moft  violent  Shock  or  Concui- 
fion  receiv’d  ?cn  the  Brain  by  hisFall,  which  was  the  Occafion  of  his  Death, 
and  not  the  Fall  occafion’d  by  an  Apoplexy,  as  the  Doctor  has  infinuated: 
Therefore  confidering  the  Symptoms,  and  underftanding  the  external 
Caufe  whereby  they  came,  I  dare  fay  no  one  of  my  Brethren,  except  the 
DoHor  will  blame  me  for  infilling  upon  plentiful  and  immediate  Bleeding, 
together  with  Other  Evacuations,  as  l  did  upon  our  firfb  meeting  the  Doc¬ 
tor  and  to  which  the  Doftor’s  not  agreeing  with  me,  but  falling  into  an 
unwarrantable  Paffion,  was  the  Occafion  of  his  Difmiffion. 

’Tis  pcffible,  that  all  this  may  not  be  flrfficient  to  convince  the  Doftor, 
who  will  not  eaiily  part  with  any  Motion  he  has  once  taken  up. 

Upon  the  Doftor’s  being  difeharg’d,  I  expeftedno  more  Trouble  from 
him  •  but  the  next  Morning,  being  Thurfday,  at  feven  of  the  Clock,  he 
lurpris’d  me  with  a  Letter,  ^wherein  he  lays,  That  if  his  Patient  (for  fo 
he  calls  h'm  in  his  Letter)  be  trepann’d,  he  begs  the  Favour,  experts 
sind  infills  upon  being  prefent  *,  but  without  Expence  to  the  Patient.  Up¬ 
on  which  I  wrote  him  Word,  He  fhoif  d  find  no  Oppofition  on  my  Side  ; 
but  as  to  the  Surgeon  (viz.)  Mr.  Crayford,  I  could  not  tell  whether  he 
would  aft  with  him,  there  having  been  fo  great  a  Quarrel  between  them 
the  Day  before  and  withal  told  him,  I  would  make  his  Demands  known 
to  Mr.  Crayford,  and  that  if  we  found  there  was  a  NecelTity  for  the 
Trepan,  I  would  give  him  a  farther  Anfwer. 

At  eight  of  the  Clock  the  lame  Morning  he  writes  me  another  Letter, 
to  this  Effeft-,  That  he  believes  we  two  fhould  have  compromis’d  the  Mat¬ 
ter  about  Bleeding,  if  Bully  Crayford  had  not  put  in  with  his  barbarous 
pick-pocket  Propofol  of  Trepanning  a  Man,  who  had  not  fo  much  as  a  broken 
Head  *,  that  he  detells  the  Man,  and  wou’d  have  nothing  to  do  With  him', 
that  fin  this  Gale  his  Honour  is  concern’d,  and  he  will  lee  it  through,  and 
perhaps  make  a  farther  Enquiry  into  his  Trepans  :  However,  he  lays,  he 
would  meet  us  both  at  Philipp^  if  he  could  learn  our  time. 

Philippi 
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Philippi  is  as  foreign  to  the  Purpote,  as  the  Do&ors  Repretentation 
of  it  }  but  that,  being  the  Expreffion  of  an  Apparition,  takes  moft 
with  the  Doftor. 

It  isto  be  oblerv’dalfo,  that  the  Words  Bully  Cray  ford,  &c.  are  not 
mention’d  in  the  Do&or’s  Copy  of  his  Letter  in  his  written  Paper,  but 
I  have  them  in  his  original  Letter  which  is  in  my  Cuftody. 

By  nine  the  fame  Morning,  in  a  Hurry,  comes  another  Letter,  which 
informs  me,  That  he  underftood  the  Operation  was  to  be  perform’d  that 
Morning,  (this  was  News  to  me,)  and  that  he  was  juft  go:ng.  to  Bridge, 
and  would  flay  there  for  me.  Upon  which,  I  anfwer’d  him,  That  he 
having  been  dilmils’d,  I  could  not  meet  him  there,  without  the  Wife’s 
and  Relations  Content}  nor  fhould  I  aft  without  Mr.  Crayford,  who  was 
employ’d  as  well  as  my  telf  by  the  Relations. 

After  this  Lettter,  away  goes  the  Do&or  to  my  Patient,  without  being 
tent  for  .}  and  when  he  came  to  Bridge ,  he  writes  me  a  Letter,  dated  ten 
a  Clock,  to  this  Effect*,  That  Mrs.  Worger  defires  me  to  meet  him 
alone  forthwith,  without  Mr.  Crayford  }  that  fhe  was  convinced  there 
was  no  Occafion  for  any  Surgeon,  nor  fhould  the  barbarous  Operation  be 
perform’d.  This  Letter,  I  muft  confefi,  fiirpris’d  me,  and  fb  it  does  ftill, 
and  that  not  without  Reafon,  fince  the  Doftor  had  no  Ground  for  either 
of  thele  Affertions,  (viz.)  That  Mrs.  Worger  defir ’d  me  to  meet  him 
alone,  without  Mr.  Crayford,  and  that  there  was  no  Occafion  for  any 
Surgeon^  as  appears  very  plainly  by  Mrs.  Worger’s  third  Article  of  her 
Allegation,  which  fhe  promites  at  any  time  to  confirm  upon  Oath. 

By  my  Anfwer  to  this  Tetter,  it  appears,  that  I  thought  Mrs.  Worger 
had  been  perftvaded  by  Dr.  Packe  to  employ  him  again,  and  difmifs 
Mr.  Crayford  on  his  Account}  nevertheless,  I  declare,  I  thought  it  not 
proper  to  do  any  thing  without  Mr.  Crayford,  though  as  to  the  Ope¬ 
ration  of  the  Trepan  I  did  not  know  the  Neceffity  of  it  then  }  and  there¬ 
fore  could  not  fay,  it  fhould,  or  fhould  not  be  done,  unlefs  conditionally, 
the  Cate  requiring  farther  to  be  look’d  into. 

By  twelve  of  the  Clock,  the  fame  Day,  there  comes  another  Letter 
from  Bridge,  wherein  the  Doftor  affirms.  That  Mrs.WoRGER  defir’d  him  to 
join  with  me  again,  he  making  no  doubt  "of  my  Compliance,  and  that  he 
would  not  ftir  from  Bridge  till  I  came,  though  it  were  a  Week,  in  the 
mean  time,  fays  he,  I  do  nothing  :  He  tells  me  Iikewife,  that  if  I  did  not 
come,  he  would  write  direftly  to  Hinxhill  ,  and  expefl:  the  Brothers 
Dire&ion.  In  this  Letter  he  fpeaks  much  of  Mr.  Worger’s  Cafe  being 
alter’d  for  the  better }  which  plainly  {hews  he  did  not  think  his  having 
been  blooded  the  Day  before  by  my  Order  had  done  him  any  Injury. 
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In  the  Poftfcript  to  this  Letter  (which  I  don’t  find  in  the  Copy  of  his 
written  Paper)  the  Doctor  affirms,  that  he  did  not  perfwade  Mrs.WoRGER. 
to  any  thing,  but  found  her  in  the  Rcfblution  againft  the  Operation ;  and 
that,  as  far  as  he  underftood,  was  the  Refolution  of  them  all.  How  far 
this  is  true,  will  appear  ip  Mrs.  Worgbr’s  Certificate  \  who  declares.  That 
whereas  Dr.  Packe  came  over  to  Bridge  on  Thurfday  Morning  after  his 
being  difmifs'd,  and  defir’d  Leave  of  her  to  be  employ’d  again,  which 
he  laid,  fhould  be  no  Expence  to  her  at  the  fame  time  he  figmfy’d  to 
her,  That  he  was  inform’d  Mr.  Woegir’s  Head  was  to  be  open’d  that 
Day,  and  that  he  was  refolv’d  to  fee  it,  if  it  was  done  :  She  told  him,  that 
fhe  did  not  know  that  it  was  to  be  done.  Then  Dr.  Packe- defir  d.. Leave- 
to  Write  to  Dr.  G  r  ay  :  She  laid  he  might,  but  as  to  his  being  employ  d 
again/ fhe  told  him,  The  would  leave  that  to  Dr.  Gray’s  pleafure. 

And,  that  the  Doctor  ufed  the  moft  artful  Endeavours  to  be  employ’d 
again  after  he  had  been  difmifs’d,  appears  by  the  Certificate  of  Sarah  Knot, 
who  Was  both  Nurfe  and  Landlady  to  the  Patient,  declaring,  She  will  de- 
pofe  upon  Oath,  if  defir’d,  that  on  Thurfday, .when  Dr.  Packe  came  over 
to  Bridge,  he  laid  unto  Mrs.  Worger,  if  The  wou’d  employ  him,  he 
wou’d  have  nothing  for  what  he  Thou’d  do  for  her  Husband  from  that  time, 
only  paying  him  for  what  he  had  done  before  •,  and  that  he  ask’d  to  be- 
emoloy’d  in  that  manner  leveral  times. 

In  farther  Confirmation  that  the  Doftor  ufed  his  Endeavours  to  be  em¬ 
ploy’d,  James  Bex  ter  a  Lad  at  Bridge,  who  fhav’d  Mr.  Worger’s 
Head,  declares,  in-  his  Certificate,  that  he  will  make  Oath,  whenever  re¬ 
quir’d,  that  he  heard  Dr.  Packe  fay,  (but  he  does  not  remember  the 
Day)  that  if  the  Woman  wou’d  turn  all  the  other  Doftors  off,  he_  wou’d 
be  paid  for  what  he  had  done,  but  wou’d  have  nothing  for  what  he  did 
afterwards.  This  was  fpoken  by  Dr.  Packe  in  the  Room  where  the 
fick  I/Lan  lay*. 

The  Doftor  as  above,  having  threatned  to  write  to  Hinxhiii,  was  as 
good  as  his  word,  directing  a  Letter  dated  on  Thurfday  at  Bridge ,  one  of 
the  Clock,  to  Mr.  ANDREw’s,or  to  the  Brothers  Which  original  Letter 
I  have  now  in  my  Cuftody,  and  is  to  this  purpoL,  (viz.)  To  acquaint 
them,  that  I  and  Mr.  Cray  ford  had  agreed  upon  the  Operation  of  the 
Trepan  that  he  was  got  to  his  Patient  to  fee  the  Operation  perform’d, 
and  to  declare  againft  it  of  which,  he  tells  them,  he  had  lent  me  Word, 
and  that  I  had  refus’d  to  come:  Mr.  Worger^  in  the  mean  time  (as  he 

tells  them)  is  amended*.  ,

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1  wonder  at  his  writing  of  this  Letter  to  the  Brothers,  when  one  of 
them  knew  he  had  no  Concern  at  all  with  his  Brother,  he  himlelf  having, 
the  Day  before,  by  his  Sifter’s  Orders,  offer’d  to  fatisfy  the  Dodor’s  De¬ 
mands,  and  difiniis’d  him,  as  appears  by  his  Certificate. 

At  two  of  die  Clock,  the  fame  Day,  the  Dodor  writes  me  another 
Letter,  dated. from  Bridge ,  declaring,  to  the  fame  purpofe  as  in  all  his 
former,  againft  Trepanning^  however,  in  this  laft,  he  condefcends  to  give 
me  Liberty  to  prefcribe  fingly  to  the  Patient,  if  I  pleafe,  . 

None  ofthefe  Letters  could  fetch  me,  till  Mr.  Worgek’s  Brodier-in- 
Law,  John  Meed,  came  from  Bridge,  and  told  me,  That  his  Sifter  defir’d 
me  to  come,  and  bring  Mr.  Cray  ford  with  me  j  contrary  to  what  the’ 
Dodor  had  after  ted  in  his  Letters. 

According  we  went,  Mr.  Botting,  and  Mr.  Hatch  the  Patient’s 
Apothecary,  going  with  us. 

.  The  D°a°r  met  us  upon  the  Road  *  upon  fecond  Thoughts  believing 
himlelf  not  ^  to  be  abfolutely  bound  to  ftay  a  Week  for  me,  (as  he  had 
laid  he  wou’dO  vvou’d  ride  back  with  us  :  Upon  which,  angry  Words 
and  a  fort  of  Fray  (by  way  of  Skirmifh)  did  arife  between  him  and 
hfr.  C rayford  *  The  Fray  ended  without  Bloodfhed  \  and  beam  over 
we  were  fuffer’d  to  proceed  to  the  Patient’s  Lodging.  ’  b  * 

When  we  came  into  the  Patient’s  Room,  upon'  my  feeling  his  Pulfe 
i  found  theie  was  no  Hopes  of  Life  \  though  the  Dodor,  in  his  Letters  to 
me  a  few  Hours  before,  had  declar’d  he  was  much  better  \  and  even  then, 
he  perfifted  to  fay  the  fame  thing.  Mrs.  Worger  took  no  Notice  of  the 

Dodor,  nor  fpoke  one  Word  to  him  -7  upon  which,  the  Dodor,  in  DiF 
guft,  went  away. 

I  now  thought  I  fliould  have  no  more  Letters  from  the  Dodor,  but 
the  next  Morning  I  receiv’d  another  from  him,  informing  me,  that  he  had 

4  JACOB  and  -M-r*  Knowler,  two  Surgeons,  to  attend  the  Ope¬ 
ration  if  perform’d,  and  that  at  his  own  Expence,"  and  he  beig’d  the  Fa¬ 
vour  of  proper  Notice. 

Why  he  fhould  trouble  me  with  this  Letter  or  put  himlelf  to  the  Ex¬ 
pence  he  mentions,  I  can’t  conceive,  having  told  him  the  Night  before 
that  there  was  no  hopes  of  Recovery. 

Towards  the  Conclufion  ofthe  Dodor’s  Written  Paper,  he  draws  fuch 
Inferences  from  what  he  has  Written,  that  a  common  Reader  would  natu¬ 
rally  judge  the  P^emifies  had  been  true. . 

Firft  it  appears  very  plainly,  £ ys  the  Dodor,  that  the  Difpute  was 
about  the  Reaionablenefs  and  Neceflity  of  the  Operation  of  the  Trepan. 

D  Iff 
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If  he  means  that  the  Diipute  was  between  himfelf  and  me,  ’twas  quite 
otherways. 

Secondly,  He  declares  his  Vifit  to  the  Patient  on  Thurfday  Morning 
was  not  as  a  Phyfician,  but  as  a  Friend,  to  fee  the  Operation  of  the  Tre¬ 
pan.  Why  the  Do&or  fhould  be  fuch  a  Friend  to  my  Patient,  after  he 
was  di(mil?d  his  Attendance,  he  belt  knows. 

Thirdly,  He  affirms,  That  he  was  employ’d  the  lame  Thurfday  (being 
the  next  Day  after  he  was  difmifs’d)  as  Phyfician,  to  confider  about  the 
Operation  with  me  without  any  Surgeon  :  How  true  this  is,  will  appear 
by  Mrs.  Wo rgek’s  Certificate. 

His  fourth  Affertion  lays,  That  he  was  inform’d,  that  I  had  agreed 
with  Mr.  C rayford  on  Trepanning.  To  which  I  lay,  it  is  not  the  firft 
time  he  has  been  mifinfornfd. 

His  fifth  Article  inveighs  againfl  my  bleeding  the  Patient  :  But  how 
reafonably,  will  appear  by  his  own  Letters,  where  he  declares  the  Man 
to  be  better  and  better j  which  was  the  Day  after  he  was  let  blood  by  my 
Order. 

And  what  is  remarkable,  and  very  inconlillent  with  right  Reafoning, 
the  Doflor,  as  you  may  find  in  his  written  Paper,  after  he  has  fignify’d 
to  you  how  eafy  it  would  be  to  him  to  lhew  in  a  mathematical  Way, 
and  upon  what  he  calls  the  Dottrine  of  Hydraulicks,  how  much  in  the 
wrong  1  was  in  Bleeding  the  Patient  onWednefday  in  the  very  next  Para¬ 
graph  declares  the  Man  on  Thurfday  Evening  to  be  in  better  Circumftances 
by  much  than  at  firft  •,  and  this  is  given  as  an  Anlwer  to  my  pronouncing 
the  Patient  a  dead  Man. 

But  the  Doflor  has  not  only  been  troublelome  to  me,  whilft  the  Pa¬ 
tient  was  living,  but  likewile  falls  foul  upon  me  (by  what  Authority  I 
don’t  know)  after  his  Death.  For  as  1  got  the  Head  to  be  opened  at 
Binx-Hiil,fo  the  Doflor  gets  fome  Account  of  it,  arid  makes  every  thing 
lerve  for  his  Purpofe. 

There  was  found  on  the  Os  Temporis  on  the  right  fide  a  FiiTure  about 
an  Inch  and  an  half  long,  with  Blood  extravafated  in  it,  the  blood  Vcl- 
lels  of  the  Cerebrum  and  Cerebellum  defended  to  a  very  great  degree. 

But  all  this  will  never  convince  the  Doffor  fo  as  to  prevail  with  him  as 
to  recede  Tom  his  once  taken  up  Notion  of  the  Patient's  being  feized 
with  a  Lethargy  or  Apoplexy  from  the  beginning,  and  that  the  Shock 
given  was  not  the  whole  Occafion  whereby  he  fell. 

The  Doflor  blames  me  for  not  giving  Medicines  enough,  after  I  had 
declared  the  Man  irrecoverable.  But  the  Qpeftion  might  be  put  to  the 

D^ftor, 
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Do&or,  notwithflanding  his  Skill  and  Readinefs  in  prefcribing,  whether 
the  Patient  might  not  live  longer  without  any  Prefer  iption,  than  he  would 
have  done  by  the  Doctor’s  Medicines. 

But  the  Do&or,  in  his  written  Paper,  asks,  By  what  Symptoms  I  thought 
my  Patient  would  dye  ? 

in  anfwer,  I  need  lay  no  more,  than  that  I  found  the  Man  at  my  firfl 
vifiting  him  under  a  Concuffion  of  the  Brain  attended  with  a  Stupor,  his 
Eyes  fix’d,  and  flaring,  without  any  appearance  of  fight,  frequently  putting 
his  Hand  to  his  Head,  his  right  Leg  without  Motion,  his  Urine  and 
Stools  were  voided  all  the  while  infenlibly,  his  jaws  clos’d,  and  for  the 
mo  ft  part  fo  fixt,  that  you  could  not  get  a  Spoon  in  or  out  of  his  Mouth, 
without  great  difficulty  j  and  what  is  remarkable,  he  was  void  of  all  Senfe 
of  Feeling  from  the  beginning,  infomuch,  that  neither  Bliflers  nor  the  ut- 
mofl  degree  of  Pinching  could  move  him,  pinch  him  at  what  Part  you 
pleafe  j  nor  was  he  ever  confeious  of  the  Place  where  he  was  ^  and  both  Legs 
were  motionlefs ,  as  well  as  fenfelefs ,  when  the  DoVtor  did  not  doubt  of  his  Recovery . 

Now  if  thefe  Symptoms  were  not  fufficient  to  ground  my  Prognofticks, 
I  would  have  the  Dollor  read  over  what  has  been  publifh’d  upon  Concuf- 
fions  of  the  Brain  }  where  undoubtedly  he  will  find  mofl,  if  not  all  the 
Symptoms  this  unhappy  Patient  laboured  under,  to  be  ufually  attended 
with  the  fame  Fate,  even  in  Cafes  where  all  has  been  done  that  cou’d  be 
perform’d  by  the  Art  of  Phyfick  and  Surgery,  except  where  the  Operation 
of  Trepanning  has  been  timely  admitted. 

But  I  don’t  know  or  ever  heard  of  any  Phyfician  of  Note  fo  pofitive  of 
Curing  a  Difeafe,  where  the  Cafe  was  doubtful,  as  to  offer  to  lay  a  Wager 
of  fifty  Guineas,  thereby  to  engage  the  Friends  of  his  Patient  to  be¬ 
lieve  He  could  perform  a  Cure  beyond  the  Reach  of  the  reft  of  Mankind  \ 
which  ’tis  well  known  Dr.  Packe  did  in  this  Cafe,  as  appears  by  the  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  John  Meed,  Brother-in-Law  to  the  Widow  of  the  Deceas’d. 

But  the  Dofror,  to  let  you  fee  what  Good  he  could  have  done  to  the 
Patient,  had  he  been  committed  to  his  Care  alone,  tells  you.  That  lie 
recover’d  a  Man  in  the  fame,  but,  to  his  Apprehenficn,  a  more  dangerous 
Cafe  than  this  of  Mr.  Worger’s,  whole  Diforder,  he  fays,  mnfl  be  rec¬ 
kon’d  among  the  Lethargic  or  Apople&ic.  The  Perfbn  he  recover’d,  he 
tells  you,  was  Mr.  Miles  of  Kingfton,  who  laid  in  a  Comatofe  or  Lethar¬ 
gical  State  for  many  Days. 

If  he  did  recover  Mr.  Miles,  he  muff  life  a  quite  different  Method  to 
roufe  him  from  his  Stupor,  from  that  he  took  to  awake  Mr.  Worger  j 
or  elfe  an  Opiate  Medicine,  fuch  as  Venice  Treacle  (which  was  given  to 

Mr, 
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Mr.  Worger  at  the  beginning)  is  peculiar  to  the  Doctor  in  Rich  Cafes  *, 
and,  in  his  Hands  alone,  tnvfl  he  able  to  do  that ,  which  it  never  did  before* 

But,  it  is  to  be  obferv’d,  That  this  mutual  Medicine  had  not  the  Ef¬ 
fect  in  Mr.  Worger’s  Cafe,  which  the  Doctor  might  exped  when  he  gave 
it*,  for,  he  tells  yon  himfelf,  that  by  the  Help;  of  the  Cephalic  Bolus  and 
Volatile  Mixture  the  Patient  became  better,  only  his  Stupor  dill  continu'd 
(and  that  no  Wonder,  one  won' d  think,  after  a  large  quantity  of  Opium), 
the  moil  obfervable  Symptom  :  But  certainly,  had  the  Dodor  made  but 
due  Obfervation  in  Apoplexies,  Lethargies^  or  Concuflibns  of  the  Brain, 
of  which  undoubtedly  Mr.  Worger’s  Cafe  was  one,  he  would  have  known 
fo  well  what  is  ufually  done,  by  all  judicious  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
that  he  never  would  have  begun  with  fuch  a  Prefcription  in  either  of  the 
Cafes. 

And,  as  to  the  Operation  of  the  Trepan,  had  he  feen  what  extreme 
Benefit  and  Relief  it  has  given,  and  that  indantly  too,  in  Concuflions  of 
the  Brain,  he  would  lurely  never  have  form’d  fo  dreadful  an  Idea  of  it } 
©r  conveyed  it  in  fiich  Terms  to  others,  as  to  call  it  a  barbarous  pick¬ 
pocket  Operation.  Arid  all  this  Noile  againd  Trepanning  is  only  becaufe, 
the  Dodor  fays,  that  the  Patient  had  not  fo  much  as  a  broken  Head,  no 
outward  Sign  of  Fradure  or  FilTure*,  though  a  FilTure  was  a  dually  found 
after  Death,  yet  becaufe  it  went  no  farther  than*  the  fird  Plate  of  the  Scull, 
this  could  be  no  Pretence,  fays  the  Dodor,  for  the  Operation  of  the 
Trepan  if  it  had  been  found  out  at  hrft*,  for  as  the  Scull,  he  fays,  was 
not  in  the  lead  deprefs’d,  to  give  any  Sufpicion  of  the  Membranes  of  the 
Brain  being  hurt  underneath,  fo  from  thence  he  feems  thoroughly  con¬ 
vinced  there  could  be  no  Occafion  for  Trepanning.  How  far  it  may  be 
©xcufable  for  a  Phyfician  to  talk  thus,  I  will  not  determine  *,  but  lure  I  am, 
fhould  a  Surgeon  exp  refs  himfelf  in  fuch  a  manner,  Perfons  skill’d  in  that 
Faculty  would  look  upon  him  as  unacquainted  with  Bufinefs,  becaufe  there 
may  be  both  Fradure  and  FilTure  without  a  Wound  upon  tbe  Scalp- 
And  it  is  not  againd  Pradice,  without  knowing  there  is  either,  where 
inch  a  Fall  has  preceded  and  fuch  Symptoms  enfued,  to  raife  the  Scalp  \ 
and  when  Rich  Symptoms  have  not  abated,  though  no  Difcovery  ofFrac- 
fure  or  FilTure  then  appear,  yet  to  ufe  the  Trepan. 

Though  no  Matter  of  any  outward  Hurt  appear’d  upon  Mr.  Worger’s 
Head,  except  a  little  Bruife,  yet  the  Dodor  is  to  confider,  that  a  vio¬ 
lent  Concuffibn  of  the  Head  or  Brain  (the  Cranium  not  being  in  the  lead 
damag’d)  oftentimes  produces  the  fame  Mifchief  by  breaking  or  prefling 
the  Veffels,  that  is  found,  when  either  Figures,  Fradures,  or  Depreffures  of 
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the  Scull  happen.  But  notwithftanding  the  Dcflor’s  being  fo  pofitive, 
that  all  the  Hurt  Mr.  Worger  receiv’d  was  from  a  limple  Lethargy  or 
Apoplexy,  yet  the  Manner  of  the  Fall  being  well  known,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  lucceeding  immediately  thereupon,  who  but  the  Dc&or  would  not 
conclude  the  Patient  liiffer’d  all  from  the  violent  Shock  of  the  Brain?  But, 
as  I  have  luggefted  over  and  over,  I  don’t  expert  ever  to  fee  the  Doftor 
part  with  any  Notion  when  he  has  once  got  it. 

It  is  certain  he  prefcrib’d  an  Opiate  Medicine  to  a  Perlcn,  whole  Cafe 
he  endeavours  to  prove  Lethargic  or  Apoplectic  j  the  Agreement  between 
the  Dileale  and  the  Medicine  the  DoCior  is  to  let  forth*,  who  perhaps 
from  his  own  form’d  Notion  of  the  Nature  of  Opium,  may  take  upon  him 
to  convince  the  World  of  the  Reafonablenefs  of  the  Pra&ice. 

Nor  may  this  be  any  Wonder,  when  People  are  apt  to  be  lo  fond  of 
their  own  Opinions. 

But  the  Reprelentation  of  Matter  ofFaft  in  a  falle  Light  in  Oppofition 
to  Truth,  as  may  appear  by  the  Evidence  of  divers  creditable  Perfons  re- 
ferr’d  to  by  Name  in  this  Anlwer,  muft  aftcnilh  all  Lovers  of  Truth  ,  and 
this  is  that  which  has  given  me  all  this  Trouble  of  Writing. 

Much  more  might  be  colle&ed  out  of  the  Doctor’s  Written  Paper,  and 
reply’d  to,  as  his  making  (light  of  the  Symptoms  whereby  I  judg’d  the 
Patient  wou’d  dye  j  and  his  exprelfing  himfelf,  That  in  Contempt  of  my 
Judgment  the  Man  was  on  Saturday  little  if  at  all  worfe  :  But  as  thele  and 
leveral  more  Paffages  found  in  the  Do&or’s  Written  Paper  are  not  very 
material,  and  the  Do&or  declaring  in  his  Letter  to  me  he  will  Print  his 
Original  Paper,  I  (hall  conclude  with  what  I  have  laid  *,  only  adding,  If  the 
Doctor  can  dilprove  what  is  herein  contain’d  by  as  good  Teftimcnies  as  I 
have  produced,  I  (hall  do  what  becomes  a  Gentleman  j  if  not,  I  hope  he 
will  do  what  becomes  him,  at  lead  make  fome  Excule  for  his  Handin« 
about  written  Copies  of  my  Letters  without  my  Confent.
